Happily,  in  my  role  as  editor  of  The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Magazine,  I  get  to  indulge  my  affection 
for  both  the  present  and  the  past.  Founded  as  it  was  in  1885,  our  magazine  is  nearly  130  years  old. 
But  perhaps  we  should  consider  it  130  years  young,  because  it  is  constantly  being  reinvented,  tell¬ 
ing  new  stories  in  new  wavs.  On  the  pages  of  each  issue,  we  can  encounter  old  friends,  meet  new 
ones,  and  realize  that  we  are  part  of  a  long  and  wonderful  tradition.  The  Theta  magazine,  like  the 
Fraternity  itself,  has  changed  with  the  times  but  maintained  its  core  values. 

One  ongoing  magazine  feature  rather  neatly  reflects  this  theme  of  old  and  new.  Beginning  in  1998, 
Through  the  Years  showcased  the  content  of  the  Fraternity  archive;  since  the  spring  of  2013,  Ask 
the  Archivist  has  provided  answers  to  readers1  questions  about  Theta's  history,  its  members,  and 
even  the  nuts  and  bolts  of  preserving  that  history. 

The  Fraternity  archive  is  obviously  related  to  Theta’s  past,  as  it  comprises  papers,  records,  memo¬ 
rabilia,  and  photographs  from  our  nearly  130  years  of  existence.  Yet  it  also  has  relevance  to  the 
present  because  the  materials  arc  not  hidden  away  but  instead  are  sources  of  information — not 
only  about  our  organization  and  members — but  also  on  women’s  history,  higher  education,  geneal¬ 
ogy,  social  networking,  and  philanthropy.  In  addition,  as  Ask  the  Archivist  on  page  27  of  this  issue 
points  out,  Theta’s  archive  pertains  to  the  future  because  it  receives,  collects,  and  collates  the 
documents  and  artifacts  of  today  for  reference  and  study  tomorrow. 

To  help  the  Theta  archive  continue  to  tell  the  story  of  college-educated  women  since  1870  and 
the  history  of  how  our  organization  has  impacted  the  lives  of  our  members,  a  brand-new  website 
is  devoted  to  Kappa  Alpha  Theta’s  heritage.  At  heritage.kappaalphatheta.org,  you,  dear  reader, 
can  browse  images  from  selected  decades,  explore  a  gallery  of  notable  Thetas,  enjoy  videos,  find 
resources  for  further  investigation,  discover  fun  badge  facts,  and  much  more. 

In  contravention  of  the  popular  image  of  an  archive  as  a  musty,  dusty  place  frequented  by  lonely 
academicians,  heritage.kappaalphatheta.org  is  fresh,  bright,  and  interactive.  The  site  helps  docu¬ 
ment  the  academic  experiences  and  supportive  social  connections,  as  well  as  the  changing  roles, 
opportunities  for  achievement,  and  expectations  of  college  women  on  American  and  Canadian 
campuses  from  the  1870s  to  the  present  day.  It  helps  provides  insight  on  the  ways  college-edu¬ 
cated  women  apply  in  their  professional  and  private  lives  the  education  and  network  connections 
they  gained  during  college,  hi  the  words  of  the  unofficial  motto  of  Theta’s  archive,  the  heritage  site 
has  been  “collecting  Theta  stories  since  1870.”

FINDING  JOY  BY  PASSING  IT  ON 

I’ve  had  a  fairly  atypical  college  experience.  This  is 
the  longest  stretch  of  consecutive  semesters  (three ! ) 
that  I’ve  been  on  one  campus  between  transferring 
and  studying  abroad.  When  I  look  back  on  the  past 
few  years-some  of  the  best  of  my  life-and  all  of  the 
madness,  and  fun,  and  good  days  and  bad  days  and 
friends  and  romances,  classes,  crazy  nights,  interest¬ 
ing  mornings,  tests,  new  acquaintances*..,  there  is  one 
string  that  holds  everything  together,  and  that's  Theta. 

When  1  arrived  at  UCLA  my  first  week  as  a  fresh¬ 
man,  1  was  the  bright -eyed  kid  from  Washington,  DC, 
with  the  khaki  shorts  and  penny  loafers.  I  felt  like  I 
didn't  fit,  or  I  stood  out,  or  some  combination  of  the 
two.  I  didn't  know  how  big  Greek  life  was  at  UCLA, 
but  when  all  of  the  friends  I  had  made  during  orienta¬ 
tion  announced  that  recruitment  started  the  first  week 
of  school  and  everyone  was  doing  it,  I  had  this  gut 
feeling  that  I  should,  too.  I  went  with  my  last-minute, 
handwritten  nametag,  lined  up,  smiled,  and  walked 
into  15  houses*  I  was  still  skeptical  of  the  process  and 
thought  sororities  would  be  either  boring,  or  super¬ 
ficial,  or  frivolous*  I  can't  even  describe  how  quickly 
and  naturally  Theta  changed  my  mind.  After  the  pref¬ 
erence  round,  I  was  so  certain  I  belonged  in  Theta  that 
if  I  got  any  other  bid,  I  swore  I  would  turn  It  down. 

Sometimes  you  get  lucky  and  intuition  guides  you 
well.  1  had  never  “belonged”  anywhere  like  1  belonged 
to  that  chapter*  I  loved  every  member,  1  loved  having 
lunch  and  dinner  at  the  house,  and  I  loved  walking 
around  campus  with  my  letters  on.  It  was  such  a  point 
of  pride  to  be  a  Theta.  Theta  not  only  gave  me  love 
and  support  within  the  chapter,  but  it  also  gave  me 
the  roots  to  ground  myself  at  UCLA,  on  a  new  coast, 
and  embrace  it  and  enjoy  every  moment. 

I  had  to  transfer  for  reasons  outside  myself  and 
beyond  my  control.  Transferring  to  Penn  might 
have  been  tough.  It  might  have  been  a  free-fall  but  it 
wasn't,  because  I  had  this  chapter  to  catch  me.

I  left  a  chapter  of  amazing, 
intelligent,  beautiful,  kind  women*  UCLA  Theta  will 
always  he  so  special  to  me,  but  1  found  the  same  kind 
of  women  here.  A  friend  recently  asked  me  if  I  would 
have  been  a  Theta  if  I  had  started  out  at  Penn.  The 
answer  is:  absolutely.  The  women  in  this  chapter 
continue  to  inspire  me  and  surprise  me,  and  make  me 
proud  that  1  rank  among  them*  It's  been  such  a  joy — 
and  so  much  fun — to  be  a  member  of  this  chapter  and 
also  an  honor  to  lead  as  chief  executive  officer, 

1  hope  that  you,  too,  have  that  feeling:  the  recogni¬ 


tion  in  yourself  that  you  are  a  Theta,  and  somehow 
you  always  have  been,  but  you  didn’t  realize  it  until 
now.  It  is  such  a  rewarding,  uplifting,  confidence- 
inspiring  feeling  to  be  a  member  of  this  Fraternity.

HOW  CAN  I  BEST  HELP  MY  SISTER? 


A  bit  less  than  a  year  removed  from  Westminster 
College  and  Theta  life  as  a  collegian,  1  want  to  share  a 
special  story,  I  am  a  teacher  at  an  inner-city,  alterna¬ 
tive  high  school  in  Kansas  City*  My  students  are  those 
who  have  not  been  successful  in  a  traditional  school, 
and  they  come  to  De  La  Salle  Education  Center  with 
mostly  negative  perceptions  about  school,  their  abili¬ 
ties,  and  teachers. 

The  other  day,  a  student  expressed  to  me  her 
interest  in  going  to  law  school  one  day,  despite  being 
a  female,  despite  being  Hispanic,  despite  having 
English  as  her  second  language,  despite  potentially 
being  the  first  female  in  her  family  to  graduate  from 
high  school,  let  alone  further  her  education.  I  told  her 
that  I  had  a  friend  in  law  school,  and  1  would  see  if 
she  had  any  advice.  Sarah  Jane  Humphreys,  another 
Epsilon  Iota  member,  is  a  first-year  law  stu¬ 
dent  at  Emory  University.  Sarah  took  the  time 
to  lay  out  10  pieces  of  wisdom  on  “How  to  sur¬ 
vive  law  school'’  to  give  to  my  student.  A  girl 
whom  she  has  never  met*  A  girl  who  is  thou¬ 
sands  of  miles  away  from  her.  A  girl  who  could 
just  have  easily  meant  nothing  to  her* 

But  my  student  does  not  mean  nothing  to 
Sarah.  Because  she  is  my  student.  Sarah's  love 
for  me  extends  beyond  myself  to  those  who  I 
care  about  as  well.  To  a  15-going- on -16-year- 
old  from  inner-city  Kansas  City.  Maybe  she 
will  never  graduate  from  high  school*  Maybe 
she  will  not  get  into  college.  Maybe  she  will 
not  get  in  to  law  school.  Maybe  she  will  never 
be  hired  by  a  firm.  But  that  isn’t  what’s  on  the 
mind  of  your  Theta  sister.  Your  Theta  sister  is 
only  thinking,  “How  can  I  best  help  out  (insert 
any  Theta  sister's  name  here)?'5 

A  year  ago  today,  I  was  student  teaching 
and  pretty  much  over  college.  However,  it  feels 
unimaginably  good  to  know  that  each  con¬ 
nection  and  lesson  from  Theta  can  transcend 
senior  It  is  and  all  the  drama  that  comes  with 
it*  Theta  lasts  well  beyond  all  of  that  beautiful 
nonsense*

Walking  into  the  TAU  CHAPTER  facility  at 
NORTHWESTERN,  a  stunning  Gothic-inspired  build¬ 
ing,  visitors  and  residents  are  greeted  by  Theta  black 
and  gold  decor  that  brings  new  life  to  the  first  floor 
of  a  building  present  on  campus  since  1927,  FHG 
Interior  Design  Coordinator  Karen  Albrecht  Ledbetter, 
Gamma  Tau/Tutsa;  FIIG  Property  Manager  Lauren 
McCarty  Palmer;  and  Facility  Director  Judy  Pedersen, 
Tau/North western,  spent  months  planning  the  rede¬ 
sign.  With  assistance  from  interior  designers  Cindy 
Bardes  Galvin  and  Elizabeth  Gordon- Reego,  both  Tau/ 
Northwestern,  the  redesign  was  executed  seamlessly 
over  winter  break  In  2013. 

The  project  began  over  the  summer:  first-floor  walls 
were  patched  and  painted,  the  living  room  fireplace 
was  resurfaced  with  tiles  and  repainted  white  for  a 
fresh  look,  linen  shades  were  installed  on  first-floor 
windows,  new  cushions  for  the  outdoor  furniture  were 
ordered,  and  six  chandeliers  were  installed.  These 
updates  set  the  stage  for  even  higger  changes, 

FIIC  interior  designers  are  known  for  creating  com¬ 
fortable  yet  timeless  spaces;  Tau  is  the  epitome  of  this 
standard,  striking  a  balance  between  elegant  and  cozy. 
The  formal  entryway/sitting  area  creates  an  inviting 
space  for  guests  and  residents  to  visit  and  also  serves 
as  a  welcoming  introduction  to  the  rest  of  the  first 
floor  space. 

In  the  living  room,  textiles,  patterns,  and  textures 
meld  to  create  a  cohesive  design  theme  in  tones  of 
black,  gold,  cream,  and  gray.  The  room  is  divided  into 
three  different  sitting  areas,  allowing  plenty  of  space 
for  relaxing,  watching  television,  holding  group  meet¬ 
ings,  and  studying.  The  carefully  chosen  accessories 


and  the  artwork  on  the  walls  make  this  Theta  facility 
feel  like  a  true  home.  The  study  and  trophy  rooms 
flank  the  main  room  and  provide  additional  elegantly 
appointed  spaces  for  group  and  individual  study  work. 

For  the  women  at  Tau,  the  upgrade  to  their  facility 
is  a  welcome  change.  “We  couldn’t  he  more  thrilled 
with  the  first  floor  redesign,”  said  Tau  Chief  Executive 
Officer  Wendy  Cyffka,  “especially  the  thoughtful 
inclusion  of  a  study  room.  The  increased  time  we 
spend  on  the  first  floor  is  a  testament  to  how  incred¬ 
ibly  fortunate  we  feel  about  the  changes.  Of  course, 
we  welcome  any  Thetas  in  the  area  to  come  by  and 
experience  it  for  themselves!” 

These  changes  are  only  the  beginning  of  the  Tau 
transformation.  Per  the  university,  all  fraternity  and 
sorority  housing  is  required  to  meet  current  codes 
established  by  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  by 
2023.  A  major  fundraising  campaign  for  this  project  at 
Tau,  Preserving  Our  Past,  Providing  for  Our  Future, 
went  public  in  June  and  has  enjoyed  great  success. 
Future  renovations  will  include  replacing  the  front 
entrance  steps  with  an  ADA-compliant  ramp  with 
handrails  and  heated  panels  to  prevent  snow  and  ice 
build-up  during  the  cold  Chicago  winter  months,  an 
ADA-compliant  chair  lift  to  provide  transport  to  the 
bottom -floor  dining  area,  and  a  complete  renovation 
of  the  current  guest  suite. 

Throughout  the  renovations,  the  Tau  facility  will  be 
able  to  accommodate  potential  new  members,  mem¬ 
bers,  and  guests.  Not  only  will  the  facility  be  beautiful, 
it  will  be  functional  for  years  to  come,  a  place  alumnae 
and  undergraduate  members  are  proud  to  call  home,  <0

I  soon  discovered  that  I  was  not  the  only  person  who  was 
impressed;  everyone  1  spoke  with  at  the  dinner  had  the  utmost 
praise  and  respect  for  the  guest  of  honor.  After  dinner,  the  eight 
students  invited  to  the  event,  in  eluding  myself,  were  able  to  sit 
down  privately  with  Mrs.  Bush  and  ask  her  our  prepared  questions. 
She  discussed  everything  from  how  she  met  the  former  president  to 
his  ascent  to  the  White  House  to  the  strange  adjustment  period  that 
followed  his  two  terms.  The  work  she  has  accomplished  through  the 
Bush  Institute  and  her  continued  advocacy  for  the  education  and 
rights  of  woman  and  children  around  the  globe  left  me  awestruck. 
As  the  evening  went  on,  1  was  able  to  form  a  better  picture  of  this 
woman:  a  mother,  a  wife,  a  daughter,  a  teacher,  and  a  leader  in  her 
own  right.  The  more  she  shared,  the  more  real  and  amazing  she 
became. 

hi  reflecting  on  this  experience,  I  concluded  that  what  makes  Mrs. 
Bush  so  extraordinary  is  that  she  is  rela table  in  a  way  only  a  real- 
life  role  model  can  be.  She  is  not  some  distant  standard  or  ideal 
that  is  admired  for  its  impossibility  to  attain.  Rather,  she  is  proof 
that  all  of  the  ideals  and  values  that  women,  especially  those  of 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  revere  are  things  that  can  be  accomplished 
every  day  in  a  way  that  positively  affects  those  around  us.  She  is  a 
strong,  confident,  and  educated  woman  who  has  never  forgotten  the 
importance  of  humility,  care,  and  faith.  Throughout  her  life  she  has 
devoted  herself  to  others  and  to  positive  change;  she  embodies  all 
the  reasons  why  1  became  a  Theta  and  all  the  qualities  it  has  helped 
me  strive  for. 

1  could  not  be  more  thankful  to  have  had  such  a  wonderful  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  represent  the  Gamma  Chapter  at  such  an  awe-inspiring 
event.

Sometimes  her  muse  may  be  as  simple  as  the  grays, 
blacks,  and  whites  of  a  sycamore  tree’s  bark.  Other 
times,  inspiration  is  fired  by  the  exotic  sight  of  the 
setting  sun  over  India’s  Ganges  River. 

As  seen  through  artist  Lisa  Bick’s  eyes,  every  part  of 
our  world  beckons  for  creative  expression  in  matcri- 
a  1  s  ra  ngi  ng  f  roi n  silk  t  h  re  a  ds  a  n  d  e  rn  b ro i  d  e  re  d  p  a  pe  r 
to  photographs;  words  from  her  favorite  poet,  Anne 
Sexton;  and  tinted  beeswax, 

l£My  creative  process  is  randomly  inspired*  and  what 
happens  is  often  a  happy  accident*15  says  Rick,  Beta/ 
Indiana.  “All  of  the  experiences  and  sensations  I 
gather  from  every  place  I  go  find  their  ways  into  me* 
and  into  mv  art. 
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“I  need  to  see  beauty  every  day,  It's  intrinsic  to  my 
nature*” 

An  artistic  journey  that  began  as  a  child  led  to  Biek's 
current  status  as  a  nationally  acclaimed  artist*  Most 
recently,  she's  distinguished  herself  in  the  medium 
of  encaustic  (hot  wax)  painting,  through  which  she 
injects  veins  and  texture  into  her  paintings  and 
photographs.  Bick  is  represented  by  Houston-based 
IIooks-Epstein  Galleries,  where  her  work  was  part  of 
a  two-artist  exhibit  in  July*  She  also  was  one  of  only 
a  few  artists  invited  to  contribute  a  piece  that  is  now 
part  of  the  permanent  collection  at  the  Encaustic 
Arts  Institute  in  Cerrillos,  New  Mexico.  Her  works  arc 
exhibited  in  museums  and  galleries  across  the  coun¬ 
try-including  the  Indianapolis  Museum  of  Art— and 
many  have  garnered  top  honors* 

“I  like  to  leave  impressions  and  marks  in  the  layers  of 
my  wax  paintings — something  that  says,  *1  have  been 
here;  1  exist/”  says  Bick*  “I  manipulate  my  artistic 
materials  in  the  same  way  that  1  manipulate  my  own 
space.  1  push  and  move  and  remove  and  hide  and 
cover  and  reveal  and  change  until  it  makes  me  com¬ 
fortable. 

“I'm  always  in  love  with  the  last  painting  I've  complet¬ 
ed/'  she  adds.  “To  me,  the  best  pieces  are  those  that 
I  ‘get/  but  they  also  let  someone  else  read  their  own 
meaning  into  them*” 

ARTISTIC  SPIRIT 

Bick  grew  up  in  Washington,  DC,  and  recalls  “falling 
in  love”  with  the  National  Gallery  as  a  six-year-old. 

Her  parents  were  history  buffs,  anxious  to  expose 
their  daughter  to  the  rich  culture  of  the  nation's  capi¬ 
tal.  “As  soon  as  I  could  drive  a  car,  I'd  go  and  spend 
hours  at  the  Textile  Museum,”  says  Bick,  who  also 
was  inspired  by  the  Ren  wick,  the  Corcoran,  and  the 
Phillips  Collection.  “Art  and  the  act  of  creating  have 
simply  always  been  my  second  nature.” 

She  also  was  deeply  impacted  by  the  unrest  that  sim¬ 
mered  throughout  DC  at  the  time*  “You  couldn't  help 
but  be  swept  into  the  Vietnam  War,  and  the  politics  of 


it  all  My  best  friends  were  senators'  kids,  and  journal¬ 
ists'  kids,  and  kids  whose  parents  were  counsel  to  the 
president  or  worked  for  the  EPA.  Our  neighbor  was 
Howard  Hunt.  I  was  tear-gassed  for  marching  around 
the  Washington  Monument  and  protesting  the  war. 

“3  loved  it.” 

Bick  was  set  to  attend  the  University  of  Maryland 
when  tragedy  struck  the  family — two  days  after  her 
high  school  graduation,  her  brother  committed  sui¬ 
cide.  Her  father  owned  some  property  in  Indiana, 
and  her  parents  allowed  her  to  move  to  Bloomington, 
where  her  grandmother  lived. 

“I  felt  like  Indiana  University  was  a  place  where  I 
could  leave  behind  the  pain  on  my  parents'  faces  and 
the  quiet  that  had  descended  on  life,”  Bick  recalls. 
“There  didn't  seem  to  be  a  choice*” 

She  earned  a  fine  arts  degree  with  a  focus  on  printed 
and  dyed  textiles.  Creativity  soothed  her  grief  and, 
through  her  early  pieces,  Bick  explored  weaving  and 
photo  silk  screening,  along  with  rich  layers  of  textiles. 

The  diversity  she  discovered  among  her  Theta  sisters 
also  appealed  to  her  artistic  nature,  although  Bick 
admits  it  was  a  reluctant  start,  “I  certainly  didn't  fit 
the  ‘typical'  sorority  girl.  But  my  mom  was  president 
of  Tri  Delta,  and  I  went  through  recruitment  to  please 
her. 

“Today,  my  Theta  sisters  are  my  dearest  friends  in 
life,  and  they’ve  all  contributed  to  who  I  am.  If  I  were 
to  create  a  piece  that  portrayed  Tlicta,  l  would  use 
silk  threads  and  do  a  very  loose  in-and-out  weaving 
with  a  layer  of  wax  in  between.  We're  all  separate,  but 
woven  together  in  each  other's  lives*'' 

After  graduation  and  marriage,  Bick  also  threw  artistic 
creativity  into  raising  her  three  children.  The  family 
lived  in  Houston,  briefly  in  London,  and  then  settled 
in  Zionsville,  just  north  of  Indianapolis* 

“Pm  really  kind  of  an  old  hippie,”  she  says,  laughing. 
“I’ve  always  been  so  organic  and  ‘of- the -earth/  I'd 
buy  fleece  from  sheep,  clean  it,  dye  it,  and  make  little

“They  grew  up  making  Christmas  cards ,  planting  gar¬ 
dens,  dying  wool,  and  cutting  linoleum.  Raising  chil¬ 
dren  was  an  art  project  in  itself!” 

TRANSFORMATIVE  TALENT 

In  2010,  stars  aligned  for  a  “happy  accident.”  Seeking 
a  way  to  re-invent  herself  and  return  to  her  fine-arts 
roots  after  her  marriage  ended,  Bick  took  an  encaustic 
wo rksho p .  Sh e  wa s  s m i  t  ten . 

“The  experience  lit  a  fire  underneath  me,”  she  recalls. 
“1  hadn't  felt  that  way  since  art  school.  Encaustic 
completely  possessed  me,” 

Biek  soon  expanded  her  studio  space  and  dived  into 
this  medium,  one  first  used  by  the  ancient  Greeks 
who  waterproofed  their  si  lips  with  beeswax  and  also 
used  heated  wax  in  mural  paintings. 

There  are  various  ways  of  creating  with  hot  and  cold 
waxes,  but  Biek  begins  her  encaustic  process  by 
pa  inti  ng  on  m a  r  i  n e-gra d e  Ba  It  ic  bi  re h  e ra d le d  pa n el s 
that  are  made  by  a  friend.  Site  buys  wax  in  bulk  and 
makes  her  own  “medium,”  which  is  a  combination 
of  melted  beeswax,  either  bleached  or  natural,  and 
Da  mar  resin.  Bick  paints  several  thin  layers  of  plain 
wax  onto  the  panels,  and  next  fuses  each  layer  togeth¬ 
er  with  a  heat  gun  or  blowtorch.  She  typically  works 
on  several  panels  at  once,  and  occasionally  battles 
temperamental  wax.  Because  of  its  organic  nature, 
wax  can  behave  differently  on  any  given  day,  due  to 
pigments,  humidity,  or  heating  level. 

“There's  a  lot  of  scraping  and  smoothing  and  fussing 
with  each  layer,”  Bick  says.  “Eventually,  I  begin  to 
apply  color  and  design.  I  often  add  handmade  paper, 
or  papers  Eve  bought  on  my  travels, 

“1  start  off  with  a  design  idea,  but  the  wax  iinds  its 
own  way  and,  eventually,  we  meet  in  the  middle. 
Mistakes  happen.  And  when  they  do,  I  use  a  blow¬ 
torch  to  melt  off  what  1  don’t  like.  Sometimes,  1  even 
scrape  down  to  the  bare  panel. 

“Most  of  the  time,  though,  I  just  love  to  see  what  hap¬ 
pens  to  wax  when  it  takes  its  own  route,” 

SEAMS  OF  STORIES 

Through  encaustic  painting,  Biek  traces  her  travels,  turn¬ 
ing  points,  and  moments  of  illumination.  Often,  she  says, 
finished  pieces  prompt  titles,  rather  than  the  reverse. 

Anemone  September  Charm ,  the  piece  selected  for 
the  Encaustic  Art  Institute's  permanent  collection, 
speaks  to  this  process, 

“That  painting  came  from  the  landscape  designs 
drawn  by  a  man  I  was  in  love  with  who  broke  my 
heart,”  Bick  recalls,  “lie  left  behind  his  drawings  and 
[  tore  them  to  pieces  and  one  day  decided  to  embed 
them  in  wax.  The  landscape  became  a  statement  oti 
the  subterranean  layers  of  the  earth — or  the  heart. 

“1  hammered  a  chain  into  the  wax  and  filled  the  dents 
with  alizarin  orange,  which  was  the  color  of  my  anger. 
The  title  came  from  the  variety  of  one  of  the  anemo¬ 
nes  that  filled  his  landscape,  but  it  also  smacks  back 
to  his  charming  September  kind  of  ways.” 

The  piece  Varanasi  is  Rick's  representation  of  an 
experience  on  the  Ganges  River  in  Varanasi,  India. 

She  says  that  this  place,  visited  on  a  trip  with  four 
Theta  sisters,  moved  her  more  than  any  place  she  had 
ever  seen.

“Varanasi  is  the  holiest  of  cities  for  Hindus,  and  it’s 
desperately  beautiful  and  desperately  awful  all  at  the 
same  time.  Saris  in  other-worldly  colors  of  saffron 
and  acid  yellows  are  hung  out  of  windows  to  dry,  and 
bodies  are  cremated,  with  feral  dogs  waiting  for  the 
remains.  People  chant,  rejoice,  worship,  bathe,  and 
take  the  Ganges  River  into  their  hearts.  1  floated  my 
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little  cup  with  marigolds  and  candles  out  into  its  cur- 
rent  as  a  way  of  honoring  my  own  dead.” 

She  created  Varanasi  to  express  the  city's  spirituality 
and  geography. 

"1  bought  some  paper  that  was  the  color  of  a  shroud, 
and  it  hangs  from  the  top  of  the  painting,”  she 
explains.  “I  had  started  this  painting  upside  down 
from  the  orientation  that  it  turned  out  to  be,  which 
happens  sometimes. 

“The  'boat’  appeared  when  I  flipped  it,  and  I  liked  it. 
The  sunset,  water,  and  oars  are  simply  my  impres¬ 
sions*” 

FRESH  VISTAS 

Bick  credits  much  of  her  recent  success  to  represen¬ 
tation  by  Hooks- Esptein  Galleries.  “They  carry  my 
art,  sell  my  art,  and  push  me  out  into  the  world,”  she 
says.  “That  was  a  very  important  step  for  me,  because 
it  took  me  out  of  the  hobbyist  realm  and  into  the  pro¬ 
fessional.” 

And  although  she  feels  it's  far  more  important  to  cre¬ 
ate  art  than  to  sell  it,  Bick  also  savors  the  satisfao- 
t  i  on  of  co  m  m iss  io  tie  d  wo rk .  “  1 1 1  s  a  w  i  I  d  fee  l  i  ng — t ha t 
someone  wants  to  own  something  I’ve  created.  Letting 
pieces  of  ‘me’  go  has  been  a  real  learning  curve.” 

More  lessons  lie  ahead.  This  summer,  Bick  packed  up 
her  studio,  her  dog  and  two  cats,  and  moved  to  Santa 
Fe,  NM,  which  impresses  her  as  a  “bright,  artistic 
community*”  Prompted  by  feelings  of  complacency, 
she  trusted  the  fresh  start  to  challenge  and  inspire 
her. 

“Seeing  mountains  every  day  is  an  entirely  new  life 
experience,”  Bick  says*  “I  feel  the  more  l  thrust  into 
my  brain,  the  more  it  will  transfer  itself  to  canvas. 

“1  have  terrible  wanderlust,”  she  adds*  “We  have  one 
life;  there’s  one  world;  and  at  this  stage,  I  feel  I  should 
live  in  different  places.” 

Bick  says  one  of  her  newest  paintings*  Fircfunk.  rep¬ 
resents  the  direction  she  wants  to  go  with  her  art. 
Significantly,  it’s  a  new  painting  on  an  old  panel  — 
one  that  has  been  homo  to  three  different  pieces,  all 
of  which  she’s  found  lacking  in  some  way. 

“1  adore  Firqfunk ,  though,  and  it’s  here  to  stay,”  she 
says.  “The  painting  is  the  fire  in  my  soul  and  the 
winter  funk  I  was  buried  under,  and  the  exaltation  of 
a  fresh  start  in  art,  life,  and  love.  It’s  an  explosion  of 
emotion  and  excitement. 

“The  pieces  I  produced  three  years  ago  don’t  hold  the 
same  excitement  as  the  ones  I’m  producing  today,” 
Bick  adds.  “I’m  stretching  myself  and  starting  to  let 
go*  but  there’s  always  more  to  learn* 

“They  say  that  when  you  jump  off  a  cliff,  you'll  grow 
wings  on  the  way  down.”  0

D  rawn  to  die  entrepreneurial  and  social  impact 
opportunities  that  Stanford  University  offered 
and  its  unique  interdisciplinary  attitude, 
Gabrieli  a  Brignardello,  Phi  deuteron/Stanford,  knew 
it  was  the  perfect  place  for  her  to  pursue  her  educa¬ 
tion  and  learn  how  to  grow  her  organization,  Mi  Casa 
de  Angeles — a  nonprofit  with  the  mission  of  building 
schools  and  supporting  a  higher  quality  of  education 
in  impoverished  areas  throughout  Peril,  her  father's 
home  country.  After  two  quarters  at  Stanford,  she 
participated  in  recruitment  and  found  her  home  in 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 

“1  was  drawn  to  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  for  several  rea¬ 
sons,”  said  Brignardello.  “Many  of  the  girls  shared 
similar  interests  to  me  and  were  also  so  passion¬ 
ate  about  their  academics,  extracurricular,  and  of 
course,  Theta.  It  was  contagious,  and  I  felt  that  in  an 
environment  filled  with  these  types  of  people,  I  could 
learn  so  much  and  also  share  so  much.” 

it  wasn't  just  the  passion  for  education  and  involve¬ 
ment  that  drew  Brignardello  to  Theta.  She  was  excited 
to  learn  the  large  role  that  fundraising  played  in 
the  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  community  and  that  Court 
Appointed  Special  Advocates  (CASA)  was  its  charity 
partner. 

“I  believe  that  it  is  so  important  to  empower  children 
and  young  adults  who  are  less  fortunate  and  arc  not 
receiving  the  attention  and  tools  that  they  need  in 
order  to  thrive.  The  fact  that  Theta  also  valued  this 
made  me  even  more  exeited  about  joining.” 


The  philanthropic  values  of  Theta  align  well  with 
Brignardello’s  501(c)(3)  nonprofit  organization 
Mi  Casa  de  Angeles,  which  has  raised  more  than 
S 20 0,0 00  since  November  2009,  In  addition  to  fund¬ 
raising  both  in  the  United  States  and  Peru,  the  organi¬ 
zation  works  closely  with  Perm  ian  non-governmental 
organization  (NGO)  partners  to  support  projects  in 
Peru  that  are  focused  on  improving  the  quality  of  edu¬ 
cation  for  impoverished  children. 

“When  I  first  had  the  idea  for  the  nonprofit,  i  would 
always  say  that  I  wanted  to  create  a  safe  environ¬ 
ment,  or  'home,'  for  the  underprivileged  children  in 
Peru,  and  that  1  wanted  to  be  their  ‘guardian  angel*  of 
sorts— and  so  that’s  what  led  to  the  name:  Mi  Casa  de 
Angeles*” 

As  Brignardello  continues  her  pursuit  toward  provid¬ 
ing  higher  quality  education  and  opportunities  to 
Peruvian  youth,  she  also  hopes  to  inspire  others  to 
make  an  impact. 

“[  think  it  is  important  that  everyone  knows  they  can 
make  an  impact  if  they  set  their  mind  to  it,  if  they 
remain  dedicated,  and  if  they  are  passionate,”  she  said. 

“it  doesn’t  matter  how  young  or  old  you  are,  or  how 
much  money  you  have  or  don’t  have  to  support  your 
cause.  If  you  see  a  problem  that  you  want  to  fix,  do  some¬ 
thing  about  it  and  be  proud  you  are  doing  something  to 
make  an  impact,  because  that's  the  only  way  problems  in 
this  world  are  going  to  change.  Your  passion  will  inspire 
others  to  follow  in  your  footsteps,  and  their  passion  will 
do  the  same — it's  a  truly  beautiful  ripple  effect.”  0

PTOs,  service  clubs,  local  foundations, 
lads'  sports  leagues,  scout  troops,  faith- based  groups  ...  the  list  could  be  endless!  More  often  than 
not,  these  groups — regardless  of  their  mission- — need  to  raise  money  at  some  point  during  the  year. 

We  built  Make  It  Better  Media  to  amplify  the  fundraising  efforts  of  women.  We  believe  that  strong  non¬ 
profits  are  the  bedrock  of  strong  communities,  and  that  regional  publishers  should  work  to  strengthen 
their  communities,  too.

Talk  like  a  venture  philanthropist 

Use  data  to  show  how  lives  will  be  made  better  with  donated  dollars.  For 
example:  “Because  we're  partnering  with  the  local  food  pantry,  the  $5  you  spend 
at  our  church  bake  sale  will  feed  a  family  of  four  in  Haiti  for  one  month,” 

Show  donors  that  you’re  funding  the  mission, 
not  the  cost  of  additional  fundraising 

Try  not  to  let  the  cost  of  fundraising  and  administration  exceed  10  percent. 
When  possible,  use  Charity  Navigator  s  efficiency  ratio,  or  a  similar  concept,  to 
demonstrate  that  at  least  90  percent  of  all  proceeds  will  be  used  for  the  mission. 
Best  of  all,  though,  is  being  able  to  show  that  100  percent  of  contributions  go 

toward  the  mission 

(like  feeding  that  Haitian  family  with  their  $5  purchase). 

Let  your  passion  show! 

Nothing  attracts  support  like  authentic  enthusiasm. 

Tell  others  why  this  cause  is  personal  and  important  to  you.

When  it  was  founded  in  1798,  the  University  of  Louisville  was  the 
first  city-owned  public  university  in  the  United  States.  Researchers 
from  the  university’s  Health  Sciences  Center  participated  in 
the  development  of  a  vaccine  against  cervical  cancer,  the  first 
fully  self-contained  artificial  heart  transplant  surgery,  the  first 
successful  hand  transplant,  and  the  development  of  the  Pap  smear 
test.  LI  of  L  is  also  known  for  its  athletic  programs,  several  of 
which  are  among  the  most  successful  in  the  country.

YOUR  THETA 
BADGE 


Over  the  years,  numerous 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  badges 
have  been  found  on  online 
auction  sites.  Members  often 
ask  the  Fraternity  what  to 
do  with  a  badge  when  the 
member  is  the  last  in  her 
family  to  be  a  Theta,  and 
family  members  or  friends 
may  not  know  what  to  do 
with  a  member's  badge  when 
that  member  passes  away. 


According  to  the  Fraternity 
Bylaws,  the  badge  is  owned 
by  the  Fraternity  and  upon 
the  death  of  a  member,  the 
badge  can  be: 

•  Buried  with  the  member, 

•  Passed  along  to  a  family 
member  or  friend  who  is  a 
Theta,  or 

•  Returned  to  Fraternity 
headquarters.  Badges  should 
not  be  returned  to  the 
chapter  directly. 

We  encourage  each  Theta 
to  help  her  family  find  the 
appropriate  home  for  her 
badge.  Badge  disposition 
guidelines,  including  a 
donation  form  and  suggested 
language  for  wills  and  trusts, 
may  found  on  the  Theta 
website.  Choose  Learn  About 
Theta,  then  what  is  Theta?, 
then  Our  Badge, 

Once  it  is  returned  to  the 
Fraternity,  a  badge  may 
remain  in  the  archive 
collection,  be  passed  on 
to  the  college  chapter,  or 
refurbished  for  future  sale 
to  members. 

The  Fraternity  will  consider 
special  requests  expressed 
by  those  returning  badges. 
The  most  common  request  is 
donating  it  to  one  s  chapter 
for  use  as  a  chapter  officer's 
badge,  special  award  badge 
(e  g.,  a  scholarship  badge) 
or  gift  to  a  member  who 
cannot  afford  a  badge.  The 
archivist  will  contact  the 
chapter  to  determine  the 
best  placement  of  the  badge 
based  on  individual  chapter 
needs. 


TRANSFER.  The  archive  is  the  official  repository  for  the 
permanent  records  of  the  Fraternity  and  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  Foundation-  materials  are  transferred  on  a  regular 
basis  from  the  staff  and  volunteer  workforce.  These  materi¬ 
als  document  the  policies  and  activities  of  the  international 
organization.  Historically,  Fraternity  archivists  have  encour¬ 
aged  chapters  to  maintain  their  own  archives  and  use  those 
materials  to  share  their  history  among  college 
members  as  well  as  alumnae. 


GIFTS.  One  of  the  pleasures  of  being  the 
project  archivist  at  Theta  is  seeing  the  sur¬ 
prises  that  arrive  in  the  mail  each  week. 
Many  of  the  artifacts,  scrapbooks,  pho¬ 
tographs,  and  other  unique  items  that 
document  the  activities  of  our  members 
are  received  as  gifts  from  Thetas  and  non- 
Thetas  alike.  Individuals  donate  materials 
that  help  document  the  ways  that  Theta  sup¬ 
ports  women  both  during  their  college  years 
and  after  graduation.  These  additions  to  the 
collection  are  very  welcome. 

PURCHASE.  The  archivists, 
with  the  assistance  of  other 
members  of  the  Fraternity's 
Heritage  Committee,  monitor  Theta- 
related  items  that  become  available  on 
various  online  auction  sites.  We  seek 
items  that  will  complement  the 
existing  collection  and  that  con¬ 
form  to  specific  guidelines.  There 
are  se%?eral  policies  in  place  to 
guide  purchases  for  the  archive. 

Purchases  must  be  consistent  with  our  collection 
policy.  We  strive  to  make  the  best  use  of  resourc¬ 
es  to  ensure  that  the  stories  of  college  women 
and  alumnae  are  preserved  and  shared. 

We  do  not  purchase  every  badge  that  appears 
on  Internet  auction  sites.  We  determined  many 
years  ago  that  if  we  tried  to  do  so,  we  would 
encourage  people  to  sell  badges,  which  is  a  prac¬ 
tice  the  Fraternity  strongly  discourages*  Theta 
encourages  members  to  educate  themselves  and 
other  members  about  the  proper  disposition  of  badges.
